C. Glidden, who said that he wished 
to cast no reflection on the sincerity 
of the people who take the opposite 
view on ^this quetion, but, as the 
goofl bcok says, "Ye that are not for 
Me are against Me." We must have 
opinion of our own on all subjects. I 
for one, claim the new charter is 


: wrong. It is also wrong for the pro- 
bate .judge to make these appoint- 
ments as it would be for the mayor 
to appoint the county commissioners. 
The exponents of this bill talk about 
their love for the laboring man, and 
you know as well as I that if this bill 
goes into effect all street and other 
contracts will be given out to the 
lowest bidders; the contractors will 
then, in order to be able to carry out 
their part aud to make any money 
themselves, be compelled to grind 
down toe laborer until he wiil le- 
ceive but seventy-five or ninety cents 
a 
day. 
The 
bill is particularly 


aimed at the laboring men. 
To vote 


for it Is the worst thing he can do. 
They say it will lower taxes, and, 
judging from their talk, you would 
think that we would soon be in f,he 
New Jerusalem, wh'ere the streets are 
paved with gold. 


The Mayor made a good impression 


and was listened to attentively, 
his 


remarks being interspersed with ap- 
plause at frequent intervals. 


At the close of Mayor Glidden's 


speech the-chairman called 
upon 


Hon. Wm. E. Ross, who made a rat- 
tling good speech. 
He eaid the best 


way to know what was best was to go 
back ana compare notes. 
Many of 


us did not have our franchise until 
we were well along in years. I was 
thirty-seven years Did before I had a 
chance to vote. We were a long time 
in getting a vote. Let us be careful 
and see that we keep what we have. 
When you give a man absolute pcwer 
he oftimes becomes a tyrant. It is 
said Lincoln was the cnly man who 
ever had absolute power and yet did 
not abuse it. Mr. Ross scored a num- 
ber of good points and was applauded 
generously.

"puttyla the hands of a politician 
a man who would do the bidding of a 
private clan; a man who had ap- 
pointed an incompetent school exam- 
iner." He referred to Judge Ball's 
action in the Cavanaugh matter and 
said Ball, who was advised, was more 
than any other man .responsible for 
the escape of this dangerous criminal. 


Mr. Sikes was heartily applauded.

Ahead was the conference for interna- 
tional disarmament, while behind was 
the Fashoda incident. 


Mr. Goschen. said Her Majesty's gov- 


wnment proposed to make Wei Hai 
Wei (the war port of the northern 
coast of the. Shan Tung peninsula) a 
secondary naval base, pointing out that 
It would be a most valuable anchor- 
ige and of the greatest importance in 
my operations in Chinese waters. The 
ptrsonnel of the navy for the coming 
year vrould be increased by 4,26i> men, 
Suiting a total of 110,640, at a cost of 
87,474,000. 
Tie continental powers, he said, 


*»re disturbed by the allegation that 
Qrtat Britain wa« preparing with a 
particular purpose for aggressive ac- 
tion; but, the minister assertea, the 
Idsa nersr entered the'mind of the 
iwernment. He then proceeded to de- 
tail the naval program: 


Referring to shipbuilding, he said 


the coming program had1 been framed 
after consideration of the programs of 
tie other powers. A study of these 
Programs, he pointed out, was not re- 
assuring.
